Surely there must havebeen a great many 
people who would have opposed the dese- 
cration of one of Southern California's 
few remaining bits of wilderness if they 
had known how serious the threat was or 
if thoy had been avare of the means by 
which they could have made their voices 
heard. But they didn't know, 

Eere again we see that what it all 
boils down to is education. We could 
perhaps use the word “propaganda,” bat 
prefer not to imply that any misrepresen- - 
tation of facts is involved. Straight 
education will suffice. 

There are three possible routes by which 
information on wilderness problems may be 
presented to the public in-general: by 
word of mouth, by pictures, by printed 
material. Each can be effective, but only 
the first can be sure of reaching the 
people who most need it--the various 
photo prints, moving pictures and slides 
shown to Club audiences reach only those 
already interested in mountains, and the 
publications of this and other conserva~ 
tion groups have a similarly limited cir- 
culation. 

The individual Club member's opportu- 
nity for education of the uninitiated 
thus becomes clear, You may be able to 
plant a little seed, in the course of a 
seemingly casual conversation, which 
could in no other way reach receptive 
soil, 

We don't mean you should mount a soap

Teday I took a little trip to Hilo as I 
have threatened to do for about five 
months. The C-47 tock off at 8:30 with 
28 passengers for Hilo and 1300 pounds 
of freight for Molokai. The view of 
- Oahu from the air was much more reveal~ 
ing than a map, and it felt rather 
strange looking into the crater of 
Diemond Head. ‘Waikiki looked quite in- 
viting, but I didn't feel dike diving 
that far. 

Pineapple and cane fields have lots 
of bumps over them, as I found out over 
Molokai. The air currents certainly 
threw that C-47 around, but the two high 
school students who were driving it 
seemed quite competent. (Well, anyhow, 
they looked like high schocl kids.) 

From Molokai we went past Maui and Lanai 
and then pulled up alongside of Hawaii. 

Hawaii tisquite impressive from the 
air. The mountain disappeared in the 
cloudé and seemed to drop right into the 
water. The cliffs are much like the 
coast between Forts Baker and Barry with 
more vegetation. 

Soon we were flying over Hilo and then 
we started circling the air fielde - 

This we did a couple of times until a 
flock of Navy planes landed and then we 
drepped in--at 11:00. “We found that 

the plane would leave at 2:30, so we did- 
didn't have much time. 

I went tc town with a major and a 
captain I found on the plane. ‘Ve headed 
for Motots, the place which had the 
best food on the island. There we each 
had papaia, porterhouse steak (6" x 12" 
x 3/4"), French fries, tomato salad, 
and piew-all for $1.70 eacht 

We felt better then and started to 
look around at the town. It's very 
sleepy on Sunday, én contrast to 
Honolulu. ‘We couldn't buy any flowers 
to airmail home or anything, so we 
just gawped. I'll have to go over again 
and stay longer. 

The return trip was uneventful, 
with another stop at Molokai. We landed 
at4:30 and at 4:45 I was home, just in 
+ime to take a bath and go up to the 
club for another steak.

to report my ship was pretty lucky, and 
did not meet the fate of some, operating 
with us, which were visited by Jap suicide 
planes. I went aboard a couple of them 
afterward. The caim. matter-of-fact at- 
titude with which the officers and men 
who had been on board at the time took 
the whole affair made as ‘lasting an im- 
pression on me-as what-I saw. 

I have had no opportunity to do any o 
mountain climbing, although Itve driven 
jeeps on short trips over pretty rought 
and rugsed terrain. A forced layover 
for repairs gave me a chance, on one 
island, to ro with a group of officers 
on & Camping and deer-hunting trip. It 
was really an expedition, with three 
cars, a jeep, a command car, and 
ambulance! It isn't often the prospects 
for such a trip look so bad at the start 
that you take an ambulance, but we did-- 
it made a swell truck for lugvare and camp 
pear. ite were gane a week, and covered 

500 miles over. the poorest excuse for 
roads--miny were one-way mountain trails 
with enoush bumps and thrills to make 
life plenty. interesting and at times ex- 
citing. 

Ye had been told that head hunters still 
exist but, like the wild animals, they 
don't seek combat.
